SUMMARY  OE  FOREIGN  CROP  PROSPECTS, 


With  the  harvesting  of  wheat  in  October  in  NORTHERN  CANADA 
and  SCOTIAND,   the  1921  cereal  harvest  of  the  NORTHERN  HEMISPHERE  wftll 
be  brought  to  a  close.      This  month  will  also  maMc  the  opening  of  the 
1921-22  grain  harvest  in  the  SOUTHERN  HEMISPHERE  where  harvesting  will 
reach  its  height  during  the  months  of  De  cember  1921  and  January,  1922* 

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  from  the  reports  thus  far  re- 
ceived in  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates,  the  world  production 
of  wheat  for  the  current  season  was  slightly  more  than  last  year# 
This  comparison  includes  the  1920-21  harvest  in  the  SOUTHERN  HEMISPHERE 

and.  the  1921  in  the  NORTHERN  HEMISPHERE  and  shews  an 
WORLD  WHEAT  excess  of  about  157,000,000  bushels  in  1921  over  1920. 

PRODUCTION  Estimates  of  the  total  crop  of  wheat  in  the  27 

countries  (including  the  United  States)  for  which 
statistics  are  available  for  1921,  aggregate  2,695,107-000  bushels. 
The  wheat  crop  of  24  countries  for  which  returns  for  both  years  are 
available  amounted  in  1921  to  2,666,054,000  bushels  and  to  2, 508,  976, 000 
bushels  in  1920. 

The  harvest  in  CANADA  is  now  drawing  to  a  close  under  favorable 
conditions.    Recent  preliminary  estimates  show  the  production  of  fall 
wheat  to  be  15,473,000  bushels,  as  against  19,469,200  bushels  last 
year;   spring  wheat  278,914,800  bushels,  as  against  243,720,100  bushels;
